Mr.  Quincy  said  that  he  felt  that  he 
ought  to  make  an  apology  to  his  consti- 
tuents, for  taking  so  early  a p<-irticipatioii 
in  debate.  Seven  years  experience  hau 
tangid  him  how  unavailing  arguments 
were  from  this  quarter  of  the  house.  [/;■. 
deraf\  while  the  “ kUI  of  the  cabinet” 
was  the  “ /aev  of  tkt  land.”  He  wished 
it  to  be  distinctly  understood  that  he  rose 
more  for  the  purpose  of  making  !iis  pro- 
test than  oflTi? ring  any  arguments  against 


the  parent  or  master,  either  to  retain  him 
and  pay  his  fine,  or  let  him  go — if  he 
ivent  it  was  with  their  leave  or  sanction. 
The  motion  of  the^njkman  from  New 
York,  (.Mr.  Stow)  [m  ailow  to  the  parent 
or  master  the  minor's  wages,  &c.]  had 
unquestionably  been  defeated  on  the  prin- 
ciple, that  if  you  give  the  wages  to  the 
pareiii  or  master,  you  ddeai  the  immoral 
object  of  the  bill,  by  withdrawing  the 
bribe. — It  was  atrocious — it  offered  tuu- 
ffes  tofierfidy — r|uit  your  father  and  mo- 
ther, leave  your  niasier  ; only  go  with  us 
to  Canada,  and  you  cancel  all  these  obii- 
gallons,  &c.  Here  Mr.  Quincy  dwelt 
for  a short  time  upon  the  liability  of  youth 
to  be  led  into  error,  at  an  age,  when  their 
feelings  and  petiilaiicy  were  sti  onger  than 
their  jutlgmtnt,  and  the  artifices  ami 
frauds  which  might  and  would  be  practic- 
ed upon  them.  .Suppose  the  hill  offererl 
emancipation  to  yourselves,  how  would 
it  be  received  ? lie  did  not  wish  to  throw 
out  a thteat,biu  he  knew  ifir.isiaw  pass- 
ed, the  people  would,  if  they  had  any 


thief  finding  he  was  in  danger  bawled 
tliief ! thief  ! so  got  c.  ear.  “ Dy  gar, 
i.orrenchmen  lieie.”  Tl.i.wasaii  artifice 
to  raise  the  try  of  French  influence  lo 
prevent  fieing  seen.  He  had  ficard  th's 
cry  often  in  Massachusetts,  but  he  never 
heard  of  tlie  French  minister  of  state  ap- 
piatidiiig  tlic  arguments  of  “ their  I'rientls 
in  congress.”  He  would  ask  if  it  was 
trench  intluence  that  carried  Eriglisli 
guineas  through  the  country  ?

He 
meant  no  iiersoiialities  ; he  knew  no 
person  on  the  floor  of  congress.  He  did 
not  oppose  the  bill  on  account  of  the  high 
increase  of  wages  or  bounty — give  your 
soldiers  10,  16,  20  dollai's  a niontli ; 
though  opposed  to  the  war,  lie  had  no 
objection  to  this.  He  was  willing  they 
should  clear  the  jails  and  exhau.st  the 
tippling  houses — but  spare  the  tears  of 
the  parent  ; s/iarr  our  ebUdren  ! Hold 
sacred  the  obligations  of  the  ward  and 
the  iiitei'fst  of  the  master.  This  bill, 
said  Mr.  Q.  is  unequal,  absurd  and  im- 
moral. It  would  not  take  from  the  south- 
ern planter  the  laliorer.  No  ; tlieir 
wealth  and  population  consisteQ  in  slaves 
To  the  north,  tlie  farmer  and  mechanic 
depended  upon  their  children  and  ap- 
prentices to  cultivate  their  farms,  and 
prosecute  tlicir  business.  If  tbty  were  to 
take  all  their  slaves  from  1 8 or  2 1 between 
the  Potomsr  and  Mississippi,  they  could 
fill  their  ranks.  He  contended  that  the 
boy  wlio  wasapprcnliced,  was  equally  the 
property  of  bis  master  ; he  went  to'  him 
under  ihefaitli  of  an  obligation  tocontinue 
so  long  a time.  I bis  obligation  was  con- 
sidered very  sacred  in  Jiis  'part  of  the 
eoimtry.  It  was  very  well  known  that 
boys  absoi  bed  their  own  labor  for  the  first 
three  years,  in  many  mcchanicaf  busi- 
nesses. It  was  from  eighteen  to  twenty- 
one  that  the  master  had  to  look  for  his 
remuneration  and  reward,  for  the  educa- 
tion and  instruction  of  his  apprentice. 
Hence  the  absurdity  of  it.  No  m ;ster 
would  lake  a lioy,  educate  and  instruct 
liir.i  in  his  Inisiness,  to  go  and  enlist  in 
the  army  at  18  years  of  age.  He  read 
the  message  of  the  president,  on  which 
the  bill  was  supposed  to  have  been  bot- 
tomed— Here,  said  Mr.  Q is  the  “ A«/A- 
[ly  situation  of  our  country  f that  nottvith- 
standing  the  augmented  inducements  pro- 
vided at  la.it  session,  a partial  success  onlu 
has  attended  the  r-cruiling  service,”  ow- 
ing to  the  h'gk  wages  and  facility  of  ob- 
taining sub.Utence.”  Here  we  see  that 
our  children  are  too  happy.  So  happy 
that  they  must  be  made  miserable.  There 
must  be  additional  bribes  for  immorality, 
to  invite  the  iliotightiess  and  giddy  youlli 
to  point  the  bayonet  o<" invasion  and  pltin- 
dcr  in  sanguinary  fields  of  blood.

ish sioop  ol  war  the  Frolic,  after  a close 
action,  in  which  other  brilliant  titles  will 
be  seen  to  the  public  adiniraiioii  and 
praise.
